3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-15, 17-23, 25, and 28-39 are allowed. 

The present invention is directed to a medical pen-tablet input device with 
medical record storage. Each independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features 
of a specific method of inputting and storing medical data in handwritten form and 
storing the data into a storage system . The closest prior art, Montlick (USPN: 5561446) 
and Frasca, Jr. (USPN: 6055506) disclose medical record input systems, either 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations 
obvious. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
